They had unlimited choices of 
cheese, rice, macaroni and spa- 
ghetti, crackers, butter, cream, 
honey, lard, salad oil, sugar, cof- 
fee, tea, tapioca, candy, and gela- 
tine. They ‘were allowed small 
servings of fruits and fruit juices, 
and vegetables such as beets, 
spinach and lettuce. 


PRACTICAL HEALTH HINTS 
Baleful Effects of Vitamin Lack 


By Dr. James A. Tobey 





These are all good foods, but 
the combinations produced meals 
lacking in vitamin B,, or thiamine, 
and in other B vitamins, The men 
got enough calories, body-building 
protein, minerals, and vitamins 
other than those of the B group. 

After one week on this fare, 
the workers complained of easy 
fatigue and inability to do proper 
labor. Their muscles ached, and 
pains occurred in the joints. They 
felt run down and lacking in pep. 

When’ the diet was corrected by 
adding yeast, a food rich in vita- 
mins, a change for the better oc- 
curred within 48 hours. The symp- 
toms of poor health and fatigue 
disappeared, and the men again 
became normal, hard workers. 

The yeast which goes into our 
bread is only one of the excel- 
lent sources of B vitamins. These 
vitamins occur in enriched white 
bread, whole grain products, 
meats, liver, kidney, dried beans 
and peas, eggs, milk, nuts, molas- 
ses, and properly cooked vege- 
tables. 

The practical conclusion drawn 
from this scientific report is that 
it is imperative for any person 
engaging in hard physical work to 
have plenty of vitami,: B to keep 
fit. By eating the foods listed 
above, he will be assured of these 
vitamins,
